Dear Fred: 

Your articles in PM , Bank Note Reporter and your new column in Coin World lead 
me to writing to you before year end to say that your excellent articles on 
Confederate numismatics are much appreciated by me and no doubt by many 
others. | thank you for researching and writing them. 

It is a subject (like many others) which is dear to my heart. As you may know we 
have a nice Confederate collection, including the coins, Lee, the chemico backs, 
counterfeits, the Philadelphia Inquirer, facsimiles, Harpers, etc. 

For a decade or so | have suffered with a puzzlement for which | have no 
explanation and maybe you have one. The Philadelphia Inquirer of February 24, 
1862 has in the center of the front page a wood cut print of the $5 September 2, 
1861 with a superimposed "5 FIVE 5" over the lower portion in black and 
apparently as part of the wood cut. Please note that some of that FIVE portion is 
behind the panel containing FIVE DOLLARS on the central bottom of the image. 
On the genuine issue the "5 FIVE 5" is printed in red. On the Upham the "5 FIVE 
5" is also in red, but the red is printed on top of the panel containing FIVE 
DOLLARS. 

Now you and your sources say that the Inquirer permitted a copy to be made by 
Upham by metal plating the wood cut to make a printing element to produce the 
facsimiles. It is absolutely clear that the numbering, lettering, signatures,and all 
other elements of the Inquirer print are identical to the Upham print but the "5 
FIVE 5" is clearly not. | do not see how a copy could be made with everything 
identical except the "5 FIVE 5" which clearly is different. The newspaper did not 
print the image twice. You cannot modify a wood cut by cutting away the "5 FIVE 
5". You cannot cut away a part of a plated copy. Just how in the world can this be 
explained. The Upham printing was printed in black and then the red 
superimposed. Will you be kind enough to enlighten me. 

| will sleep better next year if you do.

| think | have found my own answer to the Confederate woodcut matter. It could 
be the basis for you to write up a comment if you wish. 

What | think happened was that a woodcut was carved from the black part of 

the original issue not including the 5 FIVE 5 which had been overprinted in red on 
the original issue. The intent was to make a separate wood cut for the part to be 
overprinted in red. Upham or somebody made an mirror image electroplate of that 
first wood cut. That electroplate was satisfactory for printing the black part of a 
copy because it was a mirror image and because the print was expected to be 
overprinted with the 5 FIVE 5 in color. Perhaps more than one electroplate was 
made. The newspaper was furnished with such an electroplate and said that they 
could not make two separate printings in a newspaper and the entire design would 
have to be entirely printed at one time in black. The newspaper either already had 
or undertook to obtain the original wood cut and the 5 FIVE 5 was cut into that 
wood cut, carefully avoiding disturbing the center design panel by making it seem 
that the central part of 5 FIVE 5 was made as though it was behind the central 
design panel. The two large 5s were cut on top of the existing design. These 
changes could be readily made because the portions to be printed in black ink 
could be cut over the portions of the already incised wood cut. A new electroplate 
was then made from the revised wood cut for the newspaper. Therefore Upham 
did not get his electroplate from the newspaper as the 5 FIVE 5 was not on top of 
the black portion of the Upham printings he put out as those were printed in red 
from a separate cut. Upham used an electroplate from the original wood cut to 
print his. There was no way for Upham to remove or fill in part of an incised design 
ona wood cut without buffing off the woodcut in order to print the black portions of 
his issue. 

Think this over and see whether my thought is sound. Ask any questions if | am 
not clear. Maybe Upham was the instigator of the entire episode and used the 
newspaper to create interest in selling his reproductions. Thank you for 

listening. ic
